AN OFFICIAL'S COMPLAINT.

McGuokin eal Messrs. Moorhead and 
Wood), applied on be of the defendant, who 
is an official of the Ministry of Pensions in Bel. 
fast, for an order changing the venue of ‘trial 
from the County of Cavan to the City of Dublin. 
The plaintiff, who is a law clerk in Cavan, was 
claiming damages for alleged slander, which, 
he stated, was uttered by the defendant to 
certain persons in the town of Cavan, imputing 
negligence and incompetence to the plaintiff in 

“ about hie work as secretary to the local 
War Pensions Committee in Cavan. The de- 
fendant pleaded privil for the statements he 
had made, and which he alleged were made to 
members of the Cavan Committee. He denied 
malice. It would be necessary for him to call 
several officials connected with the Ministry of 
Pensions, some of whom resided in England, and 
it would be most inconvenient to have to attend 
at the Assize Court in Cavan. He also alle 
that the witnesses whom the plaintiff intended 
to call at the hearing of the action would have 
considerable influence with the jurors of Cavan, 
and that uently he would be unlikely to 
obtain a fair trial in that venue. 

Mr. Finiay (instructed by Mr. G. V. Molony), 
for the plaintiff, alleged in his affidavit that all 
the witnesses he intended to call resided in 
and about Cavan, and that it would be most 
inconvenient to have the action transferred to 
Dublin. He also said that a perfectly fair trial 
of the action could be obtained in Cavan. 

Mr. Justice Dodd cha the venue to 
Dublin, and made the costs of the motion costs 
in the cause.

CIVIL COMMOTION, 
POINT IN INSURANCE LAW. 


In the High Court of Appeal for Ireland, 
the Lord Chancellor, the Master of the Rolls, 
and Lord Justice Andrews delivered judgment 
in favour of the defendants in the action 
brought by Captain Richard W. Cooper against 
the General Accident Assurance Company, The 
case came before the Court on appeal from a 
decision of the Court of Appeal for Southern 
Ireland, the King’s Bench Division eettin 
aside the judgment of Mr. Justice Moore an 
the order of the Court of Appeal for Southern 
Ireland, and entering judgment for the defend- 
ants, with costs. 

The plaintiff, who resides near the City of 
Cork, sought to recover the value of a Ford 
motor car, his property, which was a 
mandeered by armed forces, as he alleged 
hie residence, on October 28th, 1920, and  hich 
had been insured by the defendant company 
against theft. 

e action was originally tried by Mr. Justice 
Moore, withut. a jury, in Dublin in May last, 
the only question feat his decision, it was agreed, 
being whether the defendant company were 
freed from liability under the policy by reason 
of the circumstances under which the loss of 
the car ocourred. If the loss, in fact, hap- 
pened through riot or civil commotion occurring 
within the land limits of Ireland, then the 
defendants were entitled to the benefit of an 
exception of their liability in the policy. At 
the trial the plaintiff stated that he paid 
£250 for the car, added steel wheels at a cost 
of £20, and did other emailer repairs. Return- 
ing in the car from Cork on the date men- 
tioned, he put it in the garage outside the 
back door in the yard, when it was forcibly 
removed between 7 and 8 o'clock p.m. Hear- 
ing what he thought was a car, he opened the 
back door, and a voice said, “Shut that door,”’ 
which wae repeated when he opened the door a 
second and third time. Al) he saw was an 
arm, which held what might have been a re- 
volver or else a stick. Shottly afterwards he 
saw a car moving off. The car could not be 
traced. The district was not in a disturbed 
state at that time. 

In giving judgment for the plaintiff Mr. 
Justice Moore said that he could not find that 
there was not civil commotion on the plaintiff's 
premises at the time, but he found that there 
was no civil commotion in the neighbouring 
village of Douglas, or for five miles around, 
or in Cork City. The King’s Bench Division 
and the Court of Appeal for Southern Ireland 
affirmed that decision. 

The Lord Chancellor, in his judgment, said 
that all the circumstances of the case taken 
together led to the irresistible conclusion that 
this was not an ordinary theft, but the work 
of an ph ass operating in the country. 
He was of opinion that the loss was ccasioned 
by civil commotion, and that judgment ghould 
be given for the defendants, with costs. 

The Master of the Rolls and Lord Justice 
Andrews concurred, and the appeal was accord. 
ingly allowed, and Mr. Justice Moore’s decision 
was set aside, as well as the orders of the two 


other tribunals.

NEW TRIAL REFUSED. 


In the = Court of Appeal, before the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Justice Molony and Lord Chief 
Justice Henry, an appeal by the de:iendanta in 
the case oí James Daly v. L.8.K. Motor Co., 
Ltd., came on for hearing from an order of the 
Court of A in Southern Ireland, refusing 
an application for an order setting aside the 
verdict and judgment directed at the trial for 
the plaintiff by Mr. Justice Dodd, on the 
grounds that the dam awarded were exces- 
sive, and that the trial was unsatisfactory - 
reason of the inability of Patrick Loughrey to 
attend the trial and give evidence on behalf 
of the defendanta, owing to an accident, while 
on his way to court, and that the defendanta 
were in a position to give fresh and material 
evidence, including that of Loughrey. 

The action was brought ie the plaintiff, a 
shopkeeper, at Dominick street, Mullingar, 
claiming damages for personal injuries sus- 
tained through the alleged negligence of the 
defendants, in the driving and management of 
a motor car, on the 19th September, 1920, at 
Coralstéwn, County Westmeath, when it was 
alleged the plaintiff was thrown off his bicycle 
and seriously injured. The defendants denied 
the negligence and pleaded contributory 
negligence on the part of the plaintiff. 

he jury returned a verdict for £1,000 
damages, and Judgment was entered for that 
amount for the plaintiff. 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Court now dismissed the appeal, being 
unanimously of opinion that it was only 
after the trial that the defendants realised 
the importance of the evidence of the witness 
mentioned, though all the evidence had been 
previously before counsel. It was also pointed 
out that no application on the subject had 
been made to the Court below. Their lord- 
ships allowed a stay of execution for a week, 
with the view of an appeal to the House of 
Lords, and made an order for payment of
